Ik we lay before our eyes the Storics of the Bible, the exerciſe 
of the godly was ſuch. In the dayes of Ezra the Scribe it was ſo: 
All the people aſſembled themſelues together, hee brought the 
booke of the Law of Moſes before the aſlembly of men and 
women, and all that could heare and vnderſtand; he read from 
morning vatill mid-day vnto them, the cares of all the people 
harkened tothe booke of the Law, he preached to them out of 
a woodden Pulpit,he praiſed the Lord the great God, and al the 
wy anſwered, AMEN, AMEN, wich lifting vp their 

ands, and they bowed themſelues, and worſhipped the Lorde 
with their faces towards the ground. In the newe Teſtamene 
their maner was to meete together on the Saboth day, toioyne 
in prayer, and to heare the word preached, and to receiue ihe ſa- 
craments. In the Acts of the Apoſtles at Antiochia was main- 
eained a Lecture ot the Law and the Prophets. Saint Yan deli- 
uered words of exhortation there after the Lecture, and they be- 
ſought him to preach to them the ſame ſermon againe the next 
Saboth. Saint Pauli and his company being at Phihppion the Sa- 
both day, went out of the Citty by a river where they were accu · 
ſtomed to pray, there he preached and conuerted Lydia. And no 
doubt, but if our Recuſants would heare our Sermons, many of 
them alſo would be conuerted. Vpon the Lords day at Traas ihe 
diſciples were gathered together, to break bread, a multitude was 
gathered together, and Pax/preached to them. When Peter was 
in priſon, the Churchmaking a ĩoynt petition for him, obtained a 
ſpeedy and miraculous deliuery. And it was obſerued as an eſpe- 
call vertue in the primitiue Church, that they continued toge · 


ther in prayer and breaking of bread, and that they had all one 


heart. And to this purpoſe Saint Paal exhorteth t aß I 
at 


beſeech you brethren, in the name of the Lord Teſus Chriſt, 


ye all ſpeake one thing, that ye be knit together in one mind and 
iudgeme nt. And againes the God of patience and conſolation 
raunt, that youenay be hier · minded one to another accordin 
to Chriſt Ieſus i that you with one mind, and one mouth, praiſe 
God the Father of our Lord Teſus Chriſt. . 
The true markes ofthe viſible Church of God, axe the hear- 


ing of the word, the participation of the ſacraments and publike - 
— as out of the ſcriptures I haue declared. Let vs ier fore 
examine the groundes whereupon ſo many of our naton, uch 
would eſpecially be accounted of the true church, wichdeaw 
themſelues frow our publike aſſemblies, refuſe to ioyne with vs 

in ſo Chriſtian exerciſes;infomuch, that whereas it was wont tio 

be reputed a puniſhment to be interdicted, ſuſpended, and like 
Lepers, to be ſhut out of the Congregation, they now like Le- 

pers exclude themſelues. Saint Ambro/enecdeth not now to ex · 4 
communicate Tbeadoſiuu, for hee will communicate himſelfe, Ml. q 
and we haue as much neede to whip them into the Temple, as 

our Saujour had to whippe them out, as hee did in the ſtorie of 

the Goſpel. They alleadge for themſelues, they do communi, 10h. 2. 
cate together in prayer, though not with vs;they haue their con- * 
uenticles and Maſſes in their chambers, and the exerciſe of their 

one religion: but chat it is againſt their coſcienceto come to our 
churches, that we are Heretikes,Sciſmatikes,not members of the 
Catholilce Church of Rowe, not at vnity among our ſ lues, and 
conſequently , that they may not ſafely communicate with vs.

doe againſt my conſcience,is ſinne. I confeſſe that whatſoe | 
uer is done without teſtimonie and warrant of conſcience , is ſiu 
to them which doe it, be the thing which is done, in it ſelſe neuer - 
ſo lawfull, becauſe the Apoſtlefaith : He that doubteth, is con- : 
demned if he cate, becauſe he cateth not of faith;and whatſ; euer Rom. 14. 
is noteffaith, is ſinne. In whichwordes, by faith is vnderſtood 
Conſcience. But by the way, they muſt ſee that their conſcience 31 hos 
berightly informed, elſe it will be their damnation. For, a A8 4

hee kneiv that hee didevill : ſo it was ſinnein Samt Pau to per.

Fiſt, he had this generall notion imprinted in his minde, and 


Therefore, it is not onely damnable to do contrary to their con- 
ſcience, but alſo to dor according as their conſcience ſhall direct 


chem, if they be not perſwaded by ihe truth. Therefore, let them 


not deceiue themſclues, taking that for conſcience, which is but 
an error of conſcience; and indeede a falſe perſwaſion of their 
minds, in follovving that which the ignorance of their owne fan- 
taſtes and blinde conceites doth a vnto, without ſeeks 
mgany further . For ſo in his zeale V ſi ted the Arke 
when it was ready to fall, his — — him that 
he did wel, although it vvas diſpleaſing vnto God. So ſaint u 
ſpeaketh of himſelfe, that he vvas zealous tovvardes God vvhen 
he perſecuted, and ſo our Sauiour fore · warneth his diſciples, that 
men ſhall excommunicate them; that the time ſhall come, that 
w hoſoeuer killeth them, ſhall thinke hee doth God ſeruicez 
and hee ſheweth the reaſon of this their error. Theſe things ſaith 
hee, they will doe vnto you, becauſe they haue notknowne the 
Father, nor me. 

There fore, for their better inſtruction, I wil define vato them 


what Conſcience is. Conſcience, I ſay is an application ofa ge 


nerall knowledge grounded vppon Gods word to particular a- 


ctions and _— —ͤ— — — em ro 
on or prattikeſyllogilme,whereby,out ofa ition, 
we 2 by a ——— — abſolue or condemne our 
ſelues, or others. In this ſyllogiſme, the maior propoſition is the in- 
ward ſenſe and feeling of Gods iudgements, whereby we do rea- 
ſon and diſcourſe of our actions, intents and purpoſes, haning be- 
fore our eyes the rule of the lawe of God. Theminer is the exa- 
mination of our actions, intents, and purpoſes, according to 
that rule, the concluſion is our finall determination concerning 
our {clues or others, what wee or they hauing thus done, in- 


. tended, and purpoſed, are to deeme or iudge of our ſelues or 


them. So then, in our conſcience firſt we diſcourſe, then we ex- 
amine, and laſt of all wee determine. Forexample. In Dauids 
taking Urias his wife, we may fee what Daxiar conſcience was:

Albeit conſcience is ſometimes taken only for the intellectu- 
all power and facultie of our — 2 reaſonable ſoule, 
by which we are able thus og and diſcourſe with our ſelues : 
ſo Saint Paul ſaith; Wee m 
ſake; that is, becauſe of our ownereaſon, knowledge, and vn- 
derſtanding, which reuealeth ſo much light vnto vs: GOD 
will eternally. puniſh diſobedience , and therefore it ſhall 
not be ſafe for vs to charge and burthen our ſoules with the wrath 
of God. Sometimes for the winor alone, which is the examina- 
tion of our actions and intents, whether they be good or euill : fo 
the Apoſtle ſaith of himſelfe; Nibil mibi comſci ſums, 1 knowe 
nothing of my ſelfe, yet I am not thereby iuſtified;that is, I know

Nou, the Recuſants argue in this maner : No Heretikes nor 
- Scifmatikes are to be communicated withall , but Proteſtants 
are Heretikes and Scifmatikes, and therefore not to bee commu- 
nicated withall. Their mier propoſition is vndoubtedly true, 
becauſeit is grounded vpon ſcripture, Tua the third ? Reiect 
him that is an Heretike after two or three admonitions: and Saint 
Tobn in his ſecond Epiſtleʒ Bid him not God ſpeede: and Rom. 18. 
Marke them —_— which make diuiſion, and auoyde them. 

The error therefore, is in the nor or examination of this acti- 


on of communicating with vs according to that generall rule, that 4 3 


no ſocietie is to be had with Heretikes : for whereas they ſay wee 
are Heretilces, it is not true. Neither is it maruell though our Re- 
auſants haue erred concerning vs, ſecing that Saint Perev and the

argued in this manner: No vncleane meates are to bee eaten: 
But theſe meates are vncleane, therefore they are not to be eaten. 
The Alaior was true, becauſe grounded vicrs II. 
Dent. 14. where the differences of meates are ſet dOwne. : But 
in his ¶ Minor he was deceiued, which thought thoſe meates to be 


vncleane, for as much as vnder the Goſpel,the drfference of eats 


| was taken away, and no meate was polluted, in reſpect of the 


Act. g.

conſcience of man. So then, as it was not Saint Peters conſci- 
ence, but the errour ofhis conſcience, when he refuſed the meates 


as vncleane, which God had ſanctified and made lawfull; fo it is 


not their conſcience, but the error of their conſcience that they 
refuſe vs for ſchiſme & hereſie, which indeed are true goſpellers 
and members of the myſticall body of Ieſus Chriſt, as by Gods 
aſſiſtance I wil proue. And as the Piſciples, not knowing of Pals 
conuerſation, wert afraide to ioyne with him, ſuppoſing himto 
be a perſecuter wlien he was a Preacher: ſo they feare to ioyne 
with vs,ſuppofing vs to be in the wrong way, whereas indeed we 
be in the right. xs | 

And becauſe Thaueſaide , it is not vpon conſcience that tliey 
ſequeſter themſelues from vs, Lwill ſnew them how many wayes 
a mans conſcience may erre and be deceiued, and ſo carried away 
from the truth, and they are theſe eighe following. The firſt is ig- 
norance, ſo the common ſort 8 alledge we are here - 
tikes, that our religion is not warrantable, but cannot know y what 
hereſie is, neither yet rightly conceiue tlie groundes either of our 
religion of their one. For they are inlũbited to heare our Ser- 
mons, to reade our bookes, to haue conference with vs, or to be 
catechized by vs. How then ſhould they knowe our religion? 
They are nouriſhed in blindneſſe by their owne teachers, which 
hold it as a principle, chat it is fit they ſhould be ignorant. Nei- 
permitted to haue the Bible in their mother tongue. 
How then can they know their owne religion? They are - 
niſhed and vtterly deſtitute of all meanes cm: e may 
bring chem to be able to diſcerne truth from hereſit. 


be ſecond is Acne So they which in ſomemeaſur 
are learned, doo call ys heretilces, which can, but doo not reade 
our hoker erh h they haue them, nor examine the groundes 
which wee Id.atchoug they are able, and it is permitted vnto 
them. Concerning their one doctrine, they are contented to 
receiue it for truth, vpon tho credit of others without further 
proofe, and to ſee with other mens eyes, heare with other mens 
eares, ſpeake with other mens tongues, becauſe they will not 
ſpend ſo much time as to ſearch further, and what ſlaunder ſoe- 
uer they doo heare of vs, they are readie to beleeue it. For ex- 
aple, Campion ſlandereth our Church, as if we did offer violence 
my holy ſcriptures , affirming that Lurber wrote contumeli- 
ouſly of Saint /eawes his Epiſtle : hisdiſciples bluſh not to report 
the fame, becauſe hee hath written it, without further enquirie, 
whether hee writ the truth ornot , whereas if they would but 
vouchſafe to examine the place for their owne ſatisfaction, they 
would finde it a ſlaunder, which they becauſe of their ſlouthful- 
neſſe do holde for a truth. They are contented to buy Campion 
alone, and Gregorie Marte his Preface, with the fone 16 
Seminarics of Rhemes, vpon the New Teſtament, and now and 
then to reade them. But as for Doctor huber his anſwere, 
many of them ſuffer it not to be in their ſtudies, or if it bee in the 
Catalogue of their liberarie,they do not reade it. And as for doc- 
tor Fulles anſwere to Gregorie Martines Preface, and the notes 
of the Seminaries, they are ſo farre from conferring the one with 
the other, chat ſo they might be ſatisfied and reſolued of the truth, 
as they are contented to ee. mony for the Rhemiſh Teſta- 
ment alone, then for the {ame booke with Doctor Falles anſwer 

ioyned with irt. 
The third is obſtinacie. For, as the firſt cannot, becauſe they 


be ignorant and vnable to iudge, and depriued of all meanes by | 


which they may be enabled; and the ſecond do not iudge right- 
ly becauſe they are ſlouthfull q and loth to take ſo much paines as 
to trie the ſpirites, to examine dòctrine, and conferre places: So 
the third ſort of men will not vnderſtand the truth, becauſe 
they be obſtinate, they will reſiſt the holy Ghoſt, and ſtoptheir 
cares againſt the truth, as the adder doth againſt the charmer, and 


as the Iewes did againſt Saint Srephev. Wee ſhall not perſwade 
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No. Io. themalthough wee doo perſwade them, becauſe inftruftionand 
faith commeth by hearing, they wil notheare leaſt — ſhould be 
inſtructed, and beleeue the truth. They ſay their fathers profeſ- 

Cen 3 t. ſed that religion, and therefore they will rather erre with their fa 
thers than embrace the truth with vs: like Rachel, which would 
not leaue behinde her the gods of her Father, but carrie them 

with her. They were brought vp and inſtructed in this religion

Rome : whereas they ſhould not ſo much reſpect the opinion of 
e plaine and open 
way lie before them, but preferre a manifeſt trueth aboue all.

But nowe they beginne to incline to vs-againe, inſomuch 
that Cardinall Belarmine late Diuinitie Reader of Ram and the 
learnedeſt Divine of that Church which now liueth, in the courſe 
of his controuerſie lectures, though where he deliuereth the ſtate 
of the queſtion he bringeth what may be brought on their ſide, 
for faſhion ſake, that he may auoide all ſuſpition of herefie with 
them: yet he handleth his matters ſo cunningly, and ſodoubt- 
fully, chat in his concluſions he agreeth witk vs in many things, 
although in diuers termes, wherein his ptedeceſſors vtterly 
diſſented from vs. And in many things he ſheweth himſelfe to 
bez ſo farre as he dareth, a Proteſtant, or at the leaſt not a Papiſt: 
if we take papiſtrie to be that which before it was. And whoſo- 
euer doth obſerue him well, ſnal finde how he diſcourſeth of ma- 
ny things ſu ous, lilce one which is more deſirous to deceive 
the time, to fill vp the Page with varictic of rcading multitudes of 
Fathers, and citations of places, then to refute vs. Yet his Vo- 
lumes are allowed by the Inquiſition, and he is rewarded for 
his learned workes. Therefore I ſay, papiſtrie is newely corre- 
Red and refined, they hold the ſame concluſions in generall . 
termes which they did, but they hold thempot.as they did: they

were not heretikes,becauſe they were not obſtinateʒfor they fub- 
mitted themſelues tothe ivdgement of the Church, and after due 
conſultation was had, they conſented to the truth.

andtherefore wee are vaiuſtly charged with herefie. 11 
That I may come to the ſecond thing which I propoſed. No 
Church can be condemned and adiudged hereticall by any pri- 
uate cenſure, but it muſt be publike. Therefore they alleage for 


our condemnation, the decrees of the councell of Trent, againſt 


the authoritie of which councell we take theſe iuſt cxceptions: 
Firſt, they cali it a generall counccli, as if almoſt all tke Diuines of 
the world had beene aſſembled there. Let vs therefore num ber 
how many were preſent. I hey reckon for the credit of that cour + 
cell as preſent, ſixe Cardinalls, foure Legates, three Patriarkes, ' 
two and thirtie Archbiſhops, two hundred twentie eight Bi- 
ſhops, and five Abbats. Wee denie not, but at the end of the 
councel ſo many were procurcd to be there, but at the beginning, 
when matters were propounaed, at the time when points ofre. 
ligion were argued and debated, they exceeded not the num ber 
of fortic Biſhoppes, foure Legates; very ſmall aſſembly to de- 
ſerue the name of a generall councell, to conſider of ſo many 
weightie cauſes. Onely therefore at ihe latter end, the Pope ſees 
ing almoſt all Biſhops to forbeare comming chither , did create 
new Biſhops to make vp a number, and grace the councell with 
their preſence, and to ſubſcribe to all concluſions for forme ſake, 
which they did, neither here argut d by others, nor yet well con- 
fider of their ſelucs. Therefore let indifferencie be the Iudge be» 
tweene them and vs, whether ſo raſh a cenſure was to ſtand in 
force Secondly, who were ther: onely our adverſaries which 
were of a contrary rchgion, we werenot preſent, ſo that they did 
not oncly by vs, as the Phariſies did by our Sauiour, contrary to 
Eu. conde mne vs in our abſence and our cauſe being not heard, 
hut alſo the ſame men were both our accuſers and our Judges. If 
ye aske a reaſon why we were noi there? had wee letters of ſafe 
conduct? either could we haue truſted to ſuch conduct if it had 
bin graunted?. What if th:y ſhould hi. ue falſified their promiſe 
made to vs, as they did to /ebr Hux in the councell of Couſtance? 
elpceialy they holding ſuch a Principle, as they are not bound to 
keepe faith and fidelitie with an heretike. But ſuppoſe wee had 
beene preſent, wee ſhould haue ſtood for ciphers and not for a 
number, becauſe they werelinked together in the ſame confede- 


xacig, to ſuff r nothing to paſſe which might be n 
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or might be preſent, theſe be his words : Obi ad/ant ant adefſe 
poſſumt owmes Epiſcopitotius orbiy, and in the next chapter he defi- 


neth that councell onely to be lawfull which the Pope hath ap- 


preoued, and the catholikes generally haue received. But nei- 
ther all could be preſent as L haue declared, neither haue the grea- 
ter part of Cathohkes yet receiued that councell with the decrees 
thereof, for they are refuſed by the Catholikes of Germanic, 
France, Hungary, Bohemy , Poland, as our owne experience can 


tell vs. 
In the third place, foraſmuch as I haue ſhewed you, that Chri- 


ſtians dwelling in one place are to meete together for the exer- 


ciſe of their religion. which conſiſteth in theſe three things. pray- 
et, the word, and the Sacraments: Let vs e amine the wordt 
which we teach, the leiturgie or forme of prayers which we vſe, 
the maner of our admin. ſtration of the ſacraments whereof wee 
Would that they ſhould brpartakers. : I 
Concerning the doctrine, as I ſaide before, wee holde with 
them the ſame Creede, and the fame Bible, concerning which 
Bible theſe haue bin the chiefeſt differences betweene them 
vs, which follow. 2 
Firſt, whether all the books of the Bit le be canonicall or no? 
They affirme that Tobie, Baruch, Indith, Eccleſieſticus, Wiſdome, 
the Haccabcet, and the fragment of Fiber ec: be canonicall; 
we holde them for Apocripha. They prooue them to be cano- 
nicall out of Saint e Auguſtiue; we, that they be e Mporripha out of 
Saint Hierome both 1 doctors are of no ſmall authoritie 
with the Church of Rome, and therefore in this'wee differ no

more from them than Saint Herome did from Saint Anguſtine, 


.. Which did both agree, and were eaſily reconciled. S. Hieromꝰ in- 
. terpreteth Saint Auguſline meaning, that they were canonicall 

enough to prooue rules of life, not groundes of doctrine and 
faith. Thus Saint Hierome anſwered Saint Auguſtine in the 
Primitiue Church, thus we have anſwered the Papilts of our 
age: and Bellurmine ſince thisanſwrrewas giuen, handling this 

. contronerfie at large, replieth not againſt our anſwer. Onely he 
. - prooucthin generall termes, army, be canonical, wich we do

| Secondly : A queſtion hath beene debated betweene vs con- 


cerning the Bible, foraſmuch as there be many editions, as He- 
brue, Greeke, Latine, which is the beſt? Wee ſay the Hebrew, 
they the Latine, and the councell of Trent hath obtruded to vs 
one only Latine edition, that is, the old vulgare tranſlation, and 
decreed, that it oncly ſhould be authenticalland no other, that all 
others ſhould be corrected by it, and it by none. Wee grant it fic, 
that for vniformitie in quotations of places in ſchools and pulpits, 
one Latine text ſhould be vſed, and we can be contented, for the 
antiquitie thereof, to preferte that before all other Latine books, 


ſo much we do yeeld to the Councell: But foraſmuch as that 

tranſlation hath many faults, as al other tranſlations haue, be- 

cauſe they arc the workes of men, we preferrethe originall, thae 

is, the olde Teſtamentinthe Hebrew, and the new in Greeke 

farre before it, foraſmuch as they were written by the finger of 

God the Holy Ghoſt, which cannot erre. And Bekermine con- 
deſcendeth to our opinion, as more ſound than the decree of the 

councell of Trent, — that whereſoeuer the Latine book: g 

do diſcent one from another, that it may be diſcerned, which is 

che trueſt, each of them to he examined by the originall, which is 

; of greater authoritie, and the Latine bookes to be corrected by 

them, chat onely to be ſound, which agrecth wich them, and 

that to be reiected, which diſcenteth f om them.

A hud queſtion concerning the Pible is, vhetherall grounds 
of ſaluation, all things which are abſolutely neceſſarie for a Chri- 
ſtiat man to know; be contained inthe cotpes and body o the 
Bible? They haue held, in times paſt, that the Bible was inſuffi. Y ide Concil. 
cient, and therefore they added vnto it traditions which they call Tridene. 
ynwritten verities,and would haue them to be ofas great autho« 
ritie as the ſcriptures; as neceſſary to bee belceved and obayed: 
but now. Jeſſarmiue as if he wereaſhamed of thatafcert 

ich it, and after he hath ſpoken in the defence of traditi . 

ons what he can, ooncluderh that all thimgr uhich: are meceſſary, „, 
are contained in the Apoſtles.” His wordes are theſe : Primnns. thaw 2 
eſt, quædem in dodbrinã Cbriftiauã tam fides quam morumeſſe fimples 
erter omnibus nece ſſuria, ad ſalurem, quali eit notitia; arriumoram- 
Symbol Apoeſtolici, itim congnitio decem præcept urum, & nun.

And although wee 
worke not for that end as they do, yet becauſe without workes 
we mult not thinke to pleaſe God, wee will worke as much as 
they doe, and the ſame workes which they doe, with the ſame 
zeale which doe, which thinke to merit. Wee will worke 
as earneſtly as if we thought to merit, and yet we wilbe farre off 
fromthinking that we merit, becauſe when we haue done all that 
we are commaunded to doe, wee are but rs ſcruants, 
and therefore we will relie vpon the merits of Chriſt alone, re» 
nouncing our ſelues and our workes. Let them iudge then who 
are ſafeſt, they or we. Our difference is not concerning the 
worke it ſelfe, but only concerning the opinion which we ought 
to conceiue of the wot ke, they thinke honourably, wee baſely, 
of our owneworkes, but worke the ſame.

thertongues. I anſwere, that when theſe nations were firſt con- 
- uerted , they were ſubic& to the Romane Emperour, which 
ſpake Latine as his mother tongue, and therefore all endeuoured 
to ſpeake as the Emperour ſpake, although it were but broken 
Latine, and therefore receiued their Leiturgie in Latine. (And 
as for the Eaſt they ſpake Greeke, as commonly as the reſt dd 
ſpeake Latine)ſo in ales their mother tongue is Welch, in Corr» 
wall Cotniſh, In Ireland Iriſh, yet in all theſe places the publike 
ſervice is read in Engliſh, and the people haue applied them 
ſelues to ſpeake Engliſh, becauſe they are ſubiects to the King of 
land. But now the Weaſt part of the world, which was com- 
monly called the Latine Church, is not ſubiect to any man that 
ſpeaketh L atine as his proper language, and the Laune tong hath 
cceaſed to be familiar among the people, wherefore then ſhould 
not their ſeruice be now in the tongue which they vnderſtand, as 
in the beginning it was in the Latine which they then vnder- 
ſtood? Godly diſcretion would thinke it fitte, now we haue ihe 
te ofprinting, which in the old time we had not, and wee 

haue ſuch meanes to aduance religion, as our forefathers had not, 
that euery people ſhould haue their Leiturgie, not onely in that 
tongue which they doe vnderſtand, as then it was, but alſo in that 
tongue whichthey doe naturally Ipeake and beſt vnderſtand, 2s 
nowe all reformed Churches almoſt haue. Apdthis conſide- 
ration mooued the reuerend Father; Doctour Morgen, now B: 
ſhops of Saint ſapb, and Doctoux Goodman, the late Deane of 
Weſtminſtey, to take paines forthe tranſlating and publiſfing of 
me Bible in the Weichtong, by which their trauailes and godly 
indeuours they haue aduancedthe Ghoſpel in their owne coun- 
try. And his Highneſſe ſhaluuly performe the office ofa King, 
if he take order that all men, women, and chuldren, may be 
brought to ſpeake Etigliſh, or elie. ſhat they may haue the lei- 

turgie tranſlated, and primted in the Iriſh tongumeeee-. 
It hath bin obiected in the defence of Latin ſeruice, that it is 
profitable for them vvhichyode:ſtand it not, becauſe;ſay they, 
publike praiers are not made to the p but to god which vn- 
derſtandeth, in the behalſe of the peopſe which vnderſtand not. 
Euen as if an Aduocate ſhould pleade before a Iudge which vn- 
Fgeerfſtandeth, fot his Clicrit which is not able to vnderſtand che

ſtate of his owne cauſe and buſines, and . is as effectually hand- 
led by the Aduocate, as if the Client did vnderſtand I anſwere, 
that it is enough if the Aduocate vnder ſtand which pleaderh, 
becauſe the Aduocate pleadethj alone, but if the Client ſbould 
ioyne in plea with the Aduocate, it were neceſſary alſo that the 
Client ſhould vnderſtand, becauſe without vnderſtanding hee 
could not pleade, and ſpeake for himſelſe. But our pariſh Chur- 
ches are ordained to this end, that not onely learned men. ſhould 
reſorte thither, as in Schooles and Colleges, which doe ynder- - 
ſtand Latine,but all ignorant people, for the ſanctifying of the ſa- 
baoth, and exerciſe of their Nr r not onely the mimiſters 
there ſhould pray for them, as the Aduocate alone ſpeaketh for 4 
his Client, but they alſo ſhould pray for their one ſelues 3 and 
chis is the difference betweene the courtes of Nr and 
the court of heauen.

> So often as we be made partakers of the Lordes Table, wee 
receive the Lords body, becauſe he bath ſaide it his one 
ew Brig Out it 5 6 e and deuotion, becauſe it is 

is body. For we muſt not, as the Apoſtle ſpeaketh, eate it vn- 
worthily, leſt ſo we be guiltic of the Lords body, neither will we 
eate our owne damnation, for not diſcerning the Lordes bodie. 
But how it is his body we cannot ſee hy the eyes of our bodies, 
or humane reaſon, neither can they, onely wee diſcerne it by the 
eyes of faith, and ſo ought they to do. Stephen Gardiner and the 


learned of their Church were wont to ſay, it was his hodie aveſſs- 


bil mods, after an vnſpeakable maner, after ſueh a maner as mens 
tongue could not viter. And therefore, as the Vniuerſitie of

ſta'ce mie, or conceive any ſiniſter opinion of my indeuors, aa 
if dealt too favorably with the Papiſts. For they ought to con- 
ſider of mine intent & purpoſe, which is not to eh perate and 
ouolce them to anger, bi a to perſwade the, which 1 e 
by bitter ſpeeches, neither yet by burdening them with any vn- 
truths. The ſpi.it of meekues doth beſt become Chriſt his mini- 
ſters, and the worde of God hath taught me to deale charitablie 
with all men, but eſpecially to reſtore them which haue fallen, 
222 not to breake the bruſed reede, nor io quench 
That I am not of their mind this booke teſti 
ficth lachen, enough.
